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We Need That Decision At The Earliest 


The United States Supreme Court this 
week will decide on a special motion to 
advance the case testing the legality of 
the county-unit system in Georgia. 

The motion has been made to expe- 
dite a court decision in order that the 
status of the unit system may be known 
before the extraordinarily early Demo- 
cratic primary June 28, after which it 
might well be held a moot question again. 

‘We hope the court will see fit to con- 
sider the unit system and in time for its 
verdict to have application this year. It 
is a question of momentous import in 
Georgia and one that should be settled 
once and for all. 


We are glad, incidentally, that the 
Democratic Executive Committees of at 
least a few of the State’s congressional 
districts have already met and decided 
that this year’s Democratic nominees for 
the U. S. House of Representatives shall 
be elected, in most instances, by popular 
vote rather than on the county-unit basis. 

That, of course, is as it should be, le- 
gally as well as logically. 

The sooner Georgia gets away from the 
archaic and abused county-unit system of 
selecting State as well as Federal officers, 
the quicker we are going to be assured 
of representative government in the full 
sense of the word. 


Let's Close It Up, Sheriff

kept professional gambling out of Fulton 
County. 


But the buzzards who prey off suckers 
always try to light near the county line 
to take advantage of the large population.

A Solution to U. S.-Soviet Deadlock? 


The writer was assigned to the Soviet Union as resident correspondent for the New York 
Times from 1921 to 1934 and revisited there frequently through 1939, while roving European 
correspondent for the Times, and until 1941 for North American Newspaper Alliance. His nu- 


merous books and articles reveal a deep insight into matters Russian. 


He was awarded the 


Pulitzer prize for distinguished reporting in 1932. 


NEW YORK—Since Columbus confounded his critics by making an egg stand upright, politi- 
cians and statesmen have been reluctant to accept or even to attempt to envelop their doings in 
mystery and verbiage, to magnify difficulties and to assume that because total success in a given 


negotiation is unlikely or impossible, there is no use in hoping that half a loaf may be better 


than no bread. 
More than a trace of such an attitude can be 


detected in the present deadlock of relations be 
tween the United States and the USSR, and for 
that matter inside the United Nations also—be- 
cause the Russians have shown such evidence of 
hostility in their actions and policies that no effort 
to bridge the gap seems feasible or worth while. 

Estimates of the motives which have led the 
Russians to adopt their present position vary 
greatly and may be outlined as follows: 


1. That the USSR is aiming at world 
domination, that is the establishment of an 
all-powerful totalitarian state in which the 
political and economic independence of the 
individual—his freedom as the West under- 
stands the word—will be ruthlessly sup- 
pressed. If this view is correct, armed con- 
flict is sooner or later inevitable as the only 
alternative to submission. 


2. That the USSR is aiming at the estab- 
lishment of its totalitarian system in Asiatic 
and East European countries which have 
never known or accepted the ideals of Roman 
law or Greek democracy, that is, to set up an 
Asiatic-type despotism allegedly benevolent 
and united as a more welcome—to the coun- 
tries in question—counterpart or rival of 
Western self-government and independence. 
This view admits the division of the world 
into twe camps which obviously will not

agree but may be able to avoid the disaster 
of armed conflict. 


3. That the USSR, as its leaders persis- 
tently declare, wants nothing more than to 
protect itself and its friends or satellites from 
Western or American or world-capitalist ag- 
gression and coercion. 


For its part, the United States has adopted a 
two-fold policy of maintaining its military 
strength at a high enough level to deter the Rus- 
sians from making war, now or in the future, 
and of containing further Russian expansion by 
support and assistance to any nation that may be 
threatened by Russian plans and actions. 

So far so good, but in the meantime the dead- 


lock thus admitted imposes a. great burden of cost 
and anxiety upon the United States and an even 
heavier burden upon the war-exhausted popula- 
tion of Russia. For that reason, and also for pur- 
poses of propaganda, the Soviet leaders may de- 
sire or profess to desire an international confer- 
ence, from which the Americans feel that nothing 
can result save further confusion and disagree- 


ment.

AVIV, ‘Israel — I was riding out past 

Migdal into Samson’s country, where the big 

fellow roamed, ranged and had girl trouble— 

and I thought that Billy Rose, who has pulled down a few temples 

of pretense himself and slain a few Philistines himself, would get 

a thrill out of the fact the car in which I was riding was called 
“The Billy Rose Car.” 

There is a twin to it. When Showman and Columnist Billy Rose 
was in Israel two years ago he saw the pitifully few cars the boys 
in the Information Office had in their stables. When he returned 
home he and a friend shipped over two four-door touring cars. 
All I can say to the friend is he should be in show business, write 
a column and have Eleanor Holm for a wife I say this because 
the cars are called “The Billy Rose Cars.” The boys look after 
them as if they were maharajah’s Plated Rolls-Royces. I never 
met a gift, outside food for a starving man, more appreciated or 
used than this one. 


Pleasant Samson’s country is pleasant. There are rolling hills 

of grass and grain. It was somewhere near here he 
slew the lion and the Philistines. His wife was from near-by 
Ascalon. It was after she betrayed his secret he tied the tails of 
foxes together, fired them and turned them loose in the fields of 
Philistine corn. During the recent war with the Arabs the Israeli 
army had a commando unit operating in this territory. They called 
themselves “Samson’s Foxes” and went about happily blowing up 
Arab installations and otherwise harrying the modern-day Philis- 
tines. : 

The Israelis used some of the Biblical phrases in the war. It 
was “Operation Ten Plagues” which enabled them to fan out be- 
yond the Egyptian army and pin them in the Faluja pocket, from 
which the hungry and sick men were evacuated after the armistice. 
So, in the twentieth century the Children of Israel visited piagues 
upon the unhappy Egyptians in the form of two by-passing columns 
which won for Israel the long strip of coast she now holds. 

We went into the old British police station which was held at 
the northern corner of the pocket. It is at a place called Iraq 
Suwedian. We had a look at it. It overlooks the plains in both 
directions. It is an abandoned shambles, filled with shell holes. In 
two rooms there are great splashes of blood upon the wall and onto 
the ceiling where some poor devil of an Egyptian died for King 
Farouk. 

Ascalon was a center of Philistine culture and a fortress against 
ancient Israel. The old town existed into the middle ages. It is 
now a mound of ruins. 

When King Saul was killed by the Philistines on distant Mount 
Gilboa, David mourned him, saying, “Publish it not in the streets 
of Ascalon, lest the daughters of the Philistines rejoice. .. .” 

What I did not know was that our word shallot comes from 
there. An onion was extensively grown there which was called, in 
Latin, Ascalonia, after the town, and in Norman-French Escallion, 
which comes down to us as scallion and shallot. 

The Crusaders fought there for vears and it was one of these 
seiges, in about 170, the city was destroyed. There has been a 
lot of dying in this part of the world and history always presses 


on one. 
J affa From my window as I write I look down into the harbor 
of ancient Jaffa, seeing the blue waters of the Mediter- 
ranean, the minaret of the old mosque built near the'site of the 
house of Simon the Tanner, where Peter rested. It is an ancient 
city, old before Christ was born. It was to the port of Jaffa that 
Hiram. of Tyre brought the cedars of Lebanon to King Solomon 
to have them sent on to Jerusalem to build the Temple. Jaffa’s 
glory faded with the darkness of thé middle ages, and did not re- 
vive until Jewish settlement began there in the nineteenth century 
and spread out to build the city of Tel Aviv adjacent to it. The 
two cities are one and now the Arabs. are gone both cities are 
Jewish. 
The Crusaders died here, too, some 20,000 of them. They were 
a brave and curious people, the Crusaders. I am always promising 
myself to learn more about them. They left no real mark here, 
save old forts and churches, most of which are in ruins. They 
were brave, corrupt and somewhat Quixotic.

All this fascinates me, There is in my room such a large col- 
lection of old pieces of pottery, vases, ancient stone and the like 
I cannot possibly get it back home. One has to be practical 
about these things. For examplé,'one 6& the mosaic stones from 
the old Byzantine church hard by the Roman Legion camp looks 
merely like a square-cut bit of marble. I parted with it reluctantly. 
These ancient countries are no place for an old arrowhead and 
“minnie-ball” hunter to be. 

I have one item I treasure. David Hacohen, one of the politi- 
cal and industrial leaders of Israel gave me a silver cross found 
in an old church at Nazareth which the experts say is at least 
700 years old. The work is simple in line, and on it there is done, 
in primitive fashion, evidently by many dots made by a sharp in- 
strument, the figure of the Christ on the cross. , 

Many, many centuries have passed over this country and man 
has somehow left something to mark his passing with the years. 
The pottery stands tell that he cooked. The forts indicate he 
fought. The churches and shrines that he worshiped.

A Gesture in Shanghai 


This year, the Jewish Passover and the Christian Holy Week 
come at the same time, and this quirk of the calendar puts me in 
mind of a story I heard in Shanghai a year ago last February from 
an American soldier still stationed there. ... 

The yarn concerns itself with a lad named Danny Bronstein, 
who was raised on the lower East Side, enlisted in 1943 and was 
sent to Camp Barkley, Texas, where a medical unit was training 
for overseas duty. 

One night during an after-taps bull session, the talk got around 
to religion, and one of the Gls said to Danny, “Give it to me straight. 
If you could be born again and have your pick, would you want 
to be a Jew?” 


Relief Danny sensed there was more curiosity than meanness 

in the question, so he gave a straight answer. “I'd still 
want to be a Jew,” he said. “It’s a pretty fine religion, and besides, 
I’m awfully close to a lot of people who believe in it.” 

“You people really stick together, don’t you?” said the company 
sergeant. ' 

“Even rats stick together when they’re in trouble,” said Danny. 

“Is that a comparison?” said the sergeant, sarcastically. 

“Don’t put words in my mouth,” said Danny. “I didn’t say Jews 
were rats. All I meant was that everybody sticks together when 
they’re in a tight spot.” 

The sergeant looked startled for a second, then grinned and 
stuck out his hand. “That was a jerky thing for me to say,” he 
said. “Let’s shake and forget it.” 

In 1945, shortly after V-J Day, the medical unit was stationed 
in Shanghai, and not far from its barracks there was a DP camp 
filed with Jews who had escaped to China from the Hitler 


countries. 
Ha A few days before Passover, Danny told the sergeant 

PpY that some of the Jewish boys in the outfit would like to 
celebrate in the traditional way, and asked whether it would be 
all right if they invited the DPs. 

“The DPs are outside Army jurisdiction,” said his friend, “but 
as for the boys in the outfit, I'll be glad to pass the request along 
to the Old Man. What do you figure they'll need?” 

Danny said they’d require a fairly large room, certain cooking 
supplies, and the makings for matzoths, the unleavened Passover

“T don’t think I can get you a hall,” said the sergeant, “but 
maybe I can requisition a plane hangar.” 

On Passover morning, the Jewish soldiers went to the hangar 
to start their preparations, and half an hour later the sergeant 
walked in with 200 DPs. 

“The Old Man didn’t have the authority to get them turned 
loose,” he said, “but I told him how much baking and cooking 
had to be done, and so he made a deal with the head of the camp 
to lend them to us as kitchen help.”

The Great Bat Mystery 


WASHINGTON—In Northern Mexico there is said to be a race of white bats 


that glow with a phosphorescent light on dark nights. 


Some people, who may 


or may not have been out on bats earlier in the evening, have been mistaking 


these lit-up bats for flying saucers. 
except when they are dark brown. 


On our side of the border, bats are black, 
I met a bat (black) face to face the other 


night in our living room, but if you think I was scared, you should have seen him. He scrammed 


as soon as I opened the wintiow. 


' And if everybody now is in the mood, we will 
consider the sex ratios of hibernating bats. This, 
as I hope to prove in about half a minute, is an 
interesting subject. It pfesents a mystery which 
you, if you should happen to be a speleologist, 
can help to solve. 


The usual bat in these parts, said Prof. 
Harold B. Hitchcock, of Middlebury (Vt.), 
College in an address before the National 
Speleological Society, is the myotis lucifugus- 
lucifugus. During the Summer the females 
of this species live in hot, dark attics, prefer- 
ably, where they organize maternity wards. 
Dr. Hitchcock, who is one of the leading au- 
‘thorities on bats, said the males do not ordi- 
marily stay with the females during this 
trying period, but remain apart, untroubled 
by family cares. 


| In Winter the bats of both sexes seek shelter — 


in caves (and the Othman parlor) where the 
temperature remains well above freezing. What 
flabbergasts Prof. Hitchcock is that in all the bat 
tribes he has investigated in .New England, On- 
tario and Quebec, the population consists of about 
three times as many males as females. 


“Where,” he asked, “are the females? Have 
they found some snug cranny where the batman 
has not yet discovered them? Have their family 
cares exhausted them and brought many to an 
@arly death, leaving a surplus of males by the 


I say “he” advisedly. 


time of hibernation? Or do the females migrate 
in greater numbers to another, warmer part of 
the country?” 

Those are the questions that Prof. Hitchcock 
propounded to the speleologists, in convention 
here assembled. He urged that while indulging 
what he called their passion for speleological ad- 
venture, they make careful observation of the 
bats and report to science what ever has become 
of the females. 

A speleologist, in case there is anybody here 
as ignorant as I was until about an hour ago, is a 
fellow of whatever sex who is interested in caves. 
He doesn’t consider them as refuges from the 
hell bomb; neither does he survey them as pos- 
sible warehouses for surplus eggs. He just likes 
caves for their own sake. 

There are about 200 speleologists in the Na- 
tional Association. They like to slog through 
caves, take photos of caves by flashlight, paint 
pictures of caves, make necklaces of rocks taken 
from caves, and observe such wild life as bats, 
salamanders, and blind fish. 

They trail subterranean snails in caves, write 
books about, caves, sing songs concerning caves, 


.discover such things as calcite bubbles in caves, 


and survey caves with illuminated transits. 

They are nice péople. I have yet to meet a 
speleologist ] don’t like. Can they help it if they 
are pale from lack of sunlight? And when the 
great bat mystery is solved you will read about 
it (adv.) here first.

Mrs. Hanson, the former Myr- 
tle Landers, of Monroe, her son, 
Peter, and daughter, Adalaide, 
spent a few days in Monroe 
with the former’s aunt, Mrs. M. 
L. Bowen, before leaving for 
New York to join Mr. Hanson. 

“IT understand that children’s 
things are impossible to get over 
there,” Mrs. Hanson said at the 
Terminal Station just prior to 


leaving and between duties of 
feeding young Peter and bidding 
her friends farewell. “That is 
one reason I have stocked up so 
on clothes, as far as Peter and 
I are concerned, we will get 
along all right as far as the 
clothes situation is concerned.
